that calamity proceeds from evill Counſellors, whom no body can name; from 
plots and conſpiracies, whichno man candiſcover;and from fears and jcaloufies, 
which no man underſtands : And therefore that the ccnfideration of it beleftro 
the co:ſcience, reaſon, affeQion, and loyalty of our good ſubjets, who do une 
deritand the governmentof this Kirgdome, we are wel!content. 

Where will the folly and madneffe of theſe people end ? who would nave 
Our pecple beleeve, that Our abſenting Our ſelfe from London (where, with 
Our ſafery, We could not ſtay )and the continuing Our  agarz.ine ar Hull,pro- 
ceeds from the ſecrer plots of the Papiſts here, and to aavance che deſignes ofthe 
Papilts in /reland : Bur it is no wonder, that they who can-veleeve Sir Fohn 
Hothams ſhutting Vs Gut of Hyll,to bean AR of Aﬀection, and Loyalty, will 
belecvethat the Papiſts, or the Turkes, perſwaded Vsto goethither.
